2. Claims 30-34, 36-43 and 48-50 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. 
The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. Following reasons apply: 

3. Citation of "chiral reducing agent" in claim 30 is not described in the 
specification. Applicant is requested to particularly point out the support in 
the specification. Examiner will withdrawn this rejection when the support 
in the specification will be considered. 

4. It is unclear what the meaning of "general" in claims is? For example 
in claim 30 recitation of "general structure III" the "general" is unclear. 
Applicant is requested to explain or delete this from the all the claims. 

Response to Remarks 

Applicant's response filed on 2/8/10 and election of group I with 
traverse is hereby acknowledged. On Applicant request and arguments are 
found persuasive therefore, claims 48-50 are joined with elected group I. 
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The basis of the arguments is that the special technical feature is same. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees that all the claims should be examined. It 
will be a burden on the examiner because the groups are different and search 
for one group will not be the same as for other group. Similarly one 
reference may not by used to reject all the claims. For example claim 44 and 
its dependent claims are drawn to a method for making vitamin D 
compounds of formula III which is not the same as method of reducing the 
compounds of formula III. 

It will be an undue burden on the examiner to examine all the 
invention as has been claimed.
